SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Jan. 23.—The h- 
linois Central southbound Chicago-St. 
Louls night limited was saved from 
wreckers at 4:30 o’clock this morning 
east of Springfield by the heroism of 
Andrew Lamb, interlocker operator. The 
train was approaching Springfield and 
had: whistled for the signal. 

The lever in the tower would not re- 
spond. Lamb ran out to see what was 
the matter and feund the derail clogged 
with rocks. <As he stooped to remove 
them, rocks were thrown at him. As 
he persisted at his werk, shots were 
fired from ambush. Lamb returned the 
fire and a battle of several minutes re- 
sulted. He succeeded in removing the 
stones and the ‘train proceeded. 

This train has been wrecked twice !n 
this manner near Springfield. Twice :* 
was thrown from the track and much 
damage done, but the company has nev- 
er been able to get positive evidence

Gmelich Ahead, Democrats 
Claim at Least 150 Votes 
on Technicalities. 


When the recount of the ballots for 
Lieutenant-Governor reached the Four- 
teenth Precinct of the Twenty-fourth 
Ward at noon Saturday, Jacob F. Gmel- 
ich led his official count by 61 votes. 
But in the count of the Fourteenth Pre- 
cinct Painter made a gain of 52 votes, 
which, with other discrepancies, cut 
Gmelich’s gain down to 1 

Painter must gain about 150 votes in 
St. Louts to insure his election. 

There are four more wards yet. to 
count, and the committee expects to 
finish Monday 

Members of the State Legislature are 
preparing for a battle royal over the set- 
thement of the lieutenant- — — ois 
contest. 

In the eighteenth precinct of the 
Tweifth Ward the joint canvassing com- 
mittee has decided to permit Gaty Pal- 
len, Judge of Election,-to pass upon the 
ballots bearing his initials. 

Pallen was taken ill. on election day 
and was unable to sign the poll books 

Because of this fact the Democrats a)- 
lege that only those ballots on the back 
ef which he can {fdentify his initials 
should be counted. 

After debating the matter at fre- 
quent intervals during the last few 
days, the Republican ‘members of the 
cemmittee decided to concéde the Dem- 
ecratic position. It is probable that 
Painter will gain materially as a re- 
sult of this decision, as Patllen says 
there are a number of ballots which 
may or may not contain initials writ- 
ten thereon by himself. 

“It is impossible to say definitely one 
way or the other whether the initials 
are in my handwriting,” said Pallen to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter.

Four men were killed and more than a 
score had a narrow escape from death 
whenh an avalanche of snow swept over 
the Camp Bird mine at Ouray late yes- 
terday. 

The dead are: 8. G. Dowhitt, a veter- 
inary; Peter Synot, a teamster; George 
Knerr, a teamster, and John Wittwer, 
camp cook. 

The four men were talking in the cook 
house, when, almost without warning, 
thousands of tons of snow, rocks and 
dirt swept down the mountainside. The 
shanty was directly in the path of the 
avalanche, and the men were hurled into 
the canon and their bodies covered with 
snow. It will be midsummer before the 
bodies can be recovered. 

Caught in the steep mountain trails by 
the blizzard which raged all day are 
eight six-horse teams, the Camp Bird 
bullion stage, carrying $6000 in gold and 
Many passengers. .t is feared they 
may have been in the path of the slide 
and great anxiety is felt for their safety. 


Avalanche Fifty Feet High. 

The avalanche which swept the men te 
their death was 50 feet high and it came 
sweeping down the mountainside with 
irresistible force. The men working in 
the minz fled for their lives, but the 
shaft bulldijg was not in the path of the 
slide. It was close enough, however, to 
tremble as the avalanche rushed by. 

One of the heroes of the disaster is a 
dog owned by Emil Johnson, a teamster.

COUNCIL REFUSES TO REFUND 
LICENSE MONEY TO WIDOW 


Woman Asks for $164 When Death 
of Husband Invalidates 
Instryment. - 


Councilman Norvell, chairman of the 
Council’s Claims Committee, Tuesday re- 
ported adversely on a bill to refund to 
Mrs. Lizzie Hempen $164.64 of $250 paid 
by her husband, WilHtam Hempen, for 
a saloon license last July. 

Hempen died in August, and as the 
law forbids the use of a license by any 
other person than the one to whom it 
is issued, Mrs. Hempen believes she is 
entitied to the sum covering the perioc 
between the date of his death and the 
expiration of ‘the license, Jan. 3 last. 

Councilman Cramer declared that the 
city’s refusal to refund the money would 
be @ gross injustice. Mr. Schneiderhahn 
said it would be “an enormous outrage.”

The City Counselor has ruled that it 
would not be legal to return money paid 
for licenses which have been used. 


WIFE KEPT HIM IN NIGHTS,

Mauer Was About to Leave for 
Good, but the Rope Broke.

There was a hearing in 
Judge Williams’ ceurt Friday on Hoff’s 
application -to be permitted to see his 
children. Afterwards Hoff was stand- 
ing in the rotunda when Noble and Mrs. 
Hoff and Mrs. Tillie Grassuck of 1120 
North Eighteenth street appeared. Hoff 
said, acording to Noble and the women: 
‘‘There’s the man who said he could lick 
three of me.’’ He rushed at Noble, 

Hoff says he did not strike Noble, 
but that Noble kicked him. They were 
struggling when a policeman arrested 
them, and they were in court Saturday 
on cross charges of disturbing the peace. 

Judge Tracy asked Mrs. Hoff, who is 
a pretty woman, if she wanted her hus- 
band punished. She said, ‘‘Oh, dear, no.’’

CROMWELL TELLS OF CANAL 
PURCHASE IN WORLD SUIT 


New York Attorney Who Figured 
in Transfer a Grahd Jury 


.* Witness. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.~—The Federal 
grand jury which is inquiring Into the 
Government suit against the New York 
World met today, an hour earlier than 
usual. There was but one witness, Wil- 
liam Nelson Cromwell, the New York 
lawyer who figured prominently in the 
Panama Canal purchase, 

Previous to entering the grand jury 
room Mr, Cromwell had an extended 
conference with District Attorney Baker. 

Mr. Cromwell brought with him a 
mass of papers, as did Distrigt Attorney 
Baker and his assistant, Mr. McNamara. 
While no one would volunteer any in- 
formation on the subject, it is believed 
that Mr. Cromwell laid bare the whole 
story of his connection with the Panama 
Canal purchase, especially with that 
phase which had to do with the payment 
of the $40,000,000 to foreign shareholders. 
In an interview last fall Mr. Cromwell 
denied that any of this money came 
back into American hands.

HAD CASH IN SLEIGH 


Money for Payroll Object of 
Masked Men Who Make 
Daylight Attack. 


PAWTUCKET, R. I. Jan. 23.—Snatch- 
ing the reins from the hands of her 
wounded companion, shot down by 
masked highwaymen in Roger Williams 
avenue, near the Wannamoisett golf 
links, Miss Emma Dodge, 20 years old, 
lashed the horses and drove 200 yards 
beyond the scene of the holdup before 
she fainted and pitched headlong from 
the sleigh. 

By her presence of mind and heroism 
Miss Dodge ‘saved her employers, the 
Glen Lyon Dye Works, the sum of $5000 
which had been drawn from the Paw- 
tucket Trust ©o. and was being con- 
veyed in the sleigh to the Phillipsdale 
plant when the holdup took place. Miss 
Dodge was shot in the arm, and her col- 
lapse at the end was due to loss of 
blood and fright. 

As usual on Fridays, Charlies Ran- 
dall, messenger of the Glen Lyon Dye 
Works, was sent to the Slater Trust 
Co. in this city to draw money for the 
payroll. Formerly a mau rode from 
Pawtucket with him, but recently Miss 
Dodge, who is the daughter of Treas- 
urur E. E. Dodge, and lives in Sayers- 
ville, has been his.companion on these 
journeys. 

It is customary for Police Sergeant 
Harrington to meet Randall at the city 
line and watch his progress to the 
plant. This time the excellent sleigh- 
ing tempted Randall to try the sport, 
and the sergeant was left in the 
stretch. As the sleigh turned the cor- 
ner at the glof links, Randall saw two 
men approaching with guns on their 
shoulders. He called Miss Dodcge’s at- 
tention to the men.

The first section of the express had 
been stopped by a freight train which 
was proceeding slowly on account of 
the fog. 

When the crash came nearly all the 
passengers were in their berths asleep 
or dozing in their seats.. The greatest 
excitement prevailed. The impact ex- 
tinguished all the lights and the pagsen- 
gers rushed wildly from the wrecked 
coaches crying for essistance. 

The point at which the accident oc- 
curred is some distance from a tele- 
graph station and it was several min- 
utes before the railroad people here or 
in Johnstown knew~of the accident. 

Fireman Kissell is the only one of 
those injured who is thought to be in a 
serious condition.

As they 
approached the Italians, the robbers 
opened fire with automatic pistols on 
their pursuers. A number of men and 
boys on the street were shot down. 


Motorman Captured by Bandits. 

The Italians kept ahead of the au- 
tomobile until they came up with a 
trolley car. This they boarded and 
forced the dfivers to throw on ful) 
speed. The car went thundering down 
the track with the police automo- 
bile in pursuit. Near a marsh ‘oe 
Italians mede the motorman slow 
down and jumping from the car they 
took up a position in.the marsh for 
their last stand. 

By this time the police hdd been 
joined by several hundred laboring 
men. Together the pursuers advanced 
upon the robbers, the police in the 
van. The Italians were surrounded 
and hard pressed. They saw their vno- 
sition was helpless and after the ex- 
change of a few shots they turned 
their weapons upon themselves and 
committed suicide. 

In the excitement of the chase an 
unknown bystander seized the satchel 
containing the mioney. stolen by. the 
bandits and fled.
